Proper Control

New York. Dec. 13. — Secretary of 
State Hoot was the guest of honor 
at the annual dinner of the Penn- 
sylvania Society of New York last 
evening.

national government orer both. 

New projects of national control 
are being mooted; the < ontrol of 
Insurance, uniform divorce law*: 
child labor laws and many others, 
affecting matters, formerly entirely 
within the cognizance of the state 
are propose!* 

I submit to your Judgment and I 
desire to press upon you with all 
earnestness 1 possess, that there la 
but one way In which states of the 
union can maintain their power and 
authority under conditions now be- 
fore us anil that way is by an awak- 
ening on the pirt of states to the 
real question of their own duties to 
the country at large.. t'nrler condi- 
tions which now exist, not a ate 
rati live unto Itse'f alone and regu- 
late its affairs with sole reference to 
Its own treasury, its own conveni- 
ence, Its own special Interests. 
Sen. Knd of State* Rights. 
Every state Is bound to frame its 
legislation end it* administration 
with reference not only to its own 
special affairs, but with reference to 
the effect upon all Its sister states. 
It Is useless for the advocates of 
.fates rights to Inveigh against the 
supremacy of the constitutional 
laws of the I'nlted Slates or against 
the extent of national authority, in

"Few men of 17R7 would have 
deemed It possible that the union 
they were forming could bo main- 
tained among tS.OM.OOO people 
spread over the vast expanse from 
the Atlantic to the Pa/ific and from 
thd lakes to the gulf. Three princi- 
pal causes have made this possible: 
flrrt, the growth of national senti- 
ment which was at first almost Im- 
perceptible but the early struggles 
of the nation and which was kept 
constant .v before the minds of the 
people were made enduring by sac- 
rifices of the Civil war. 

Common Bonds of Internal, 
"Second, free trade among states, 
to which we owe our internal trade 
which already exceeds the entire for- 
eign trade of tho rest of the world. 
To It we owe in a high degree the 
constant drawing together of all 
parts of our country In bonds of 
common Interest. 

"Third, the marvelous develop- 
ment of facilities for travel and com- 
munication which have broken down 
the barriers between communities 
and led to reorganization of business 
• nd social life along lines which for 
the most part altogether Ignore lh« 
boundaries of slates. 

"Such changes In the life of the 
people caunot fall to produce (ones 
pondingiy different political condi- 
tions. Some of these changes can be 
plainly seen now in progress. 

"It Is plainly to lie sci tl that people 
of the country are coming to a con- 
clusion that in certain important re- 
spects local laws of separate states 
which were nrade for due and Just 
regulation and control of business, 
which was transacted and activity 
which began and ended within the 
Unfits of the several state*, are In- 
adequate for due and Just control of 
business and activities which exten.t 
throughout all states, and more pow- 
*' or of regulation and control Is grad- 
ually passing into the hands of the 

Lsvwk Unite All People. 
He cited as Instances the federal 
•ntl-trust law, anti-rebate law, rail- 
road rate law, meat Inspection law. 
oleomargarine law and pure food 
law, process that Interweaves the life 
•nd action of people In every section 
of our country, with the people In 
erery section, he said, continue and 
will continue with Increasing force 
and effect. 

We are urging forward in the de- 
velopment of business and social life 
which tends more and more to ob- 
literate the state lines and to de 
croate state power as compared with 
national power: relations of busl- 
Mhs over which the federal Rovcvn 
ment is assuming control of Inter 
state transportation with state trans 
fwrtation, of Interstate ronimerre 
wlta state commerce are so intimate 



The instinct 
for self-government among the peo- 
ple of tho United States Is too 
strong to permit them long to re- 
spect any one's right to exercise a 
power which he falls to exper . nee 
Governmental control, which they
